Men, 
baving not their own bair, wear the women's of that fhame- 
ful lexgws, and women, 1 frfume many of them are their 
own Barbers 10 cut theirs (bors,as so she front of their beads, 
elfe, get foort Wigs, or plated bair, which probably may be 
men’s contrary to Deut. 22.5. aes 

The men in thofe bair attire, like {hock dogs, or like the 
Mahumedan Breed. Spoken of Rev. 9.8. They’ bave 
their bair like women, The Arabian Armics, ware their 
hair like women, as Pliny 116.6. ¢.28. And fo degenerate 
into thefe Arabian and Mahumedan Monfters, How thoje 
attires become men Prefeffing Chriftiantty,ts defired of you, 
who bave given many worthy and excellent Replies, tc 
many Confetencious i dapng to you propofed. — 

And thefe things being fo borribly unbecoming Christians, 
in fuch an age asthisis. Itis defired, Your Opinion and 
reply thereto: If I may ufe thar boldnefs. 4 dare prejume 
80 fay, your Candor, and ingenuity bath made replies, to 
many le{s pertinent, and more inconfiderable queries than 
thefe,and thence, as J hope for your Reply: So I beg your 
patdon who am, Your well wifhing, and affettion at Fricnd 
E,T. Lond étob.

Queft. 2. Whether a man in boly Orders that cannot 
procure 4 Benefice may, fer 4 comfortable fubfiftence ix 
the World, lay afide his calling and betake bimfelf ta the

Anfw. In the firft place, if the Canon ftrittly were 
obfery‘d,and the abute of sham-Titles regulated (where- 
in we are fatisfy’d, as much care has been taken of Jate 
as is poffible) we fee not how any fuch cafe cou'd well 
happen, for ’tis exprefly provided by Canon, XXXIIT 
aad that with mention made of the Decrees of the an- 
cient Fathers, conformable thereto, “ that no perfon 
“ fhou‘d be admitted into Hely Orders, except he thall 
at that sime exhibit to the seihop, et whem ke ds-

Now if all this were obferv‘d, we fee not how any 
perion cou’d be in orders withouca comfortable fuabfi- 
ftence, for the neceffities at leaft, tho not the Extrava 
Bances of Life. And as much is fuppos’d in the LXXVE 
Canon, the Title of which is. “* Minifters at no time 
to forfake their Cailing, wherein ‘tis according!y ree 
quired, +“ That no man being admit*ed a Deacon or 
Minifter, fhall from thenceforth yountarily relin- 
quith the fame,nor. afterwards ufe himéeif in the courfe 
his life as a Layman on pain of Excommunication. iho 
this Cannot ve think be extended to hinger a Minifter 
trom Exerciiing any honeft Emplovment to keep him- 
felt and Family from extreme want, which drove St. 
Paul himfelf to Tent-making. Which yet does not 
oblige to renounce the miniftry, tho it may fufpend 
the Execution of it. 

Queft.3. From the fame perfon. What is the Reafon 
that feveral of our Englijb Towns end in Wick, as Bare 
wick, Alnwick, &c. ; 

Anfm, The reafon of thofe names is little elfe than 
their Signification, which may be kpown in many of 


-our Englifth Towns, ‘as in as many others perhaps ’tig 


quite loit, and in a 3d fort, and only tobe gucft at, as 
indeed a lucky guefs goes a good way in Etymologies, 
Wc, or Wich is taken in feveral fences ; in the old Saxe 
oa,foutetimes for a Creek, Bay or Winding, sither of Sea 
or River, as Be Rhenanus interprets it. Sometimes for 
a fecure Station, where the houfes are clofe to each 
other, in which fence Aadrianus Puvius underftands it, 
Thirdly for a Cajftle, as "tis taken by Alfric the Saxoa, 
In the laft place Wich, in old Englifn fignifies a Qit-pir. 
An inftanee of the firft kind we have in Greer-mich, a 
Green Creck, where is one of the moft contiderable 
Fluxures the Thames any «hére makes, and the like in 
Woolwich, &c.’ And perhaps the Wicbhanis, not far off, 
have the famé Original, and Alzwickh isa Creech on the 
River Alan, And the Dabuni, of Glocefierfrire and Ox- 
fordfhire, were afterwards call*d Priccij by the Saxons, 
who liv’d about the Severn-mouth, tullof Creeks and 
Angles, as the Vignores, a German people, from their 
inhabiting on the Banks of Creeks and Rivers. War- 
wick is an inftance of the fecond, Norwich of the third 
kind, from a Caftle to the North, as Nantwich and 
Droitwich of the laft. But for Berwick Camden has 
amother account of it, he fays it fignifies a fmall Town, 
dependent on another, as Jottbill is call’ the Berwick of 
Westmin{(ter,
